REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 


Your committee on State Missions would beg leave to re- 
port the following: ; 
We are chiefly interested in the condition of our own 


State, and the people of our State being more closely allied to ° 


them than those of other States and countries. The work of 
the State Board is strictly home work. For what we do in this 
report we will have all the praise, for what we fail to do we 
shall be justly censured. The ~tate Board was organized 
about ten years ago. During the first year of its existence on- 
ly one church in the State contributed to missions. Since then 
the mission spirit seems to be growing in our people, and con- 
fidence in the Board, and co-operation with it is constantly be- 
coming stronger, Last year there were thirty-two missiona- 
ries employe. and the Board was enabled to elose the year 
without financial embarrassment. We have much reason to be 
encouraged with our success in the past, but our work is not 
done. The demands for missionary labor is even greater than 
it has ever been, and the Board is anxious to enlarge its work 
in the river counties where there is great destitution. We 
have only one missionary, Bro. L. Ball, in that destitution. 
The work there demands speedy re-inforcements. The pros- 
peets of the New Orleans mission are more encouraging than 
ever before. But only a beginnig has been made, The work 
demands constant support and enlargement. The Coast Mis- 
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sion still needs the assistance of the Board. 


There are many 
other — comparatively destitute where missionary labor ja 


needed among which we may mention ourown Association ; We 
should by all means receive the Ibbors of a mi=sionary for next 
year. There is one feature of the work of the Board which 
we would especially call attention as worthy of commendation; 
that of assisting weak and struggling churches, who are bot 
thle to sustain a pastor for themselves, In conclusion we 
would recommend that every church endeay or, by some plan, 
to obtain a contribution from all her members for the work of 
this Board.
